Question We Are Often Asked 

Why do my bulbs all go back to that small yellow (or pink or orange)? Your bulbs do not change 
or revert back at all, even though people have asked this question hundreds of times. If you would keep 
your varieties separate you will find this is true, but you will find that some are very prolific, while others 
are weak and have no resistance to disease, virus, etc. The prolific variety propagates exceptionally fast, 
probably from the bulbs splitting up as well as from bulblets. As a result, in two or three years time, 
you will increase the percentage of this variety many, many times. Again, the bulbs of this variety will no 
doubt keep well. No, I have never seen one change in our long experience in growing hundreds of acres. 
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Planting Space for the Home Gardener—for the Commercial Grower 

How much room do Glads take? Actually not very much, but depends on what your ultimate aim is. 
If you want just some nice flowers to keep the house supplied they can be planted as close as five to the 
foot, and rows a foot apart. If you are growing for show purposes, give them a little more room, say 4 to 6 
inches apart. If planting small bulbs 10 or 12 to the foot is not too many as the bloom cannot be expected 
to be too large, but the bulbs should make stock for another year. Even at that, small bulbs given 
plenty of room can often make some spectacular spikes. 

Commercially the rows are spaced from 2 to 3 feet, usually 3 feet. If large bulbs are planted, four to 
the foot is not too many. At this rate 58,000 bulbs would be needed for one acre. Some stagger the 
bulbs in the row, giving each one more room or allowing for more to the acre. 


Bulbs Running Out 
Why do bulbs run out after two or three years? The answer is simply just plain old age. The bulbs 
of some varieties often split up and these splits will carry on for a time, but the quality of your blooms 
is apt to get poorer. You have to grow some bulblets on or else buy some new bulbs every two or three 
years. Some varieties will hold up and produce longer than others, but eventually young blood is needed. 


Prices 
Why is one variety listed at $5.00 each and another at 10c? The $5.00 variety may or may not be any 
better than the 10c one. It simply means that the high priced one is new, stock is very scarce, there may 
not be 500 bulbs in all sizes in existence. It may be a slow propagator but well worth keeping, which tends 
to keep it high. Most $5.00 bulbs will reach the rock bottom price in from four to eight years with a 
gradual decline as stock becomes more plentiful. Quality has nothing to do with price. 


CUT-FLOWER VARIETIES 


We are asked many times each season what our rcommendation in variety would be for cut flower 
varieties. The ultimate result to a large degree depends on the individuals, soil, growing conditions, and 
methods, so no cut and dried list could ever be perfect. 

In naming a list of varieties it is seldom advisable to name any variety that has only been on the 
market two or three years. It’s the tried and proven that will be satisfactory to customers. But we can 
offer a lot of our experience that otherwise would cost considerable money to find out. In naming the 
following list, we have given consideration to hundreds of varieties, new and old. If some of this list 
proves to be a little rich for your pocketbook, it’s our advice to purchase a few small bulbs or bulblets 
and grow them along yourself. They will bloom next season anyway and you will have some good new 
varieties before anyone else does, at a comparatively small investment.

SIZES: You should plant No. 1 bulbs where the 
earliest flowers are wanted, but otherwise No. 2 or 
No. 3 size will make very fine flowers and we highly 
recommend these two sizes. If you are located in the 
deep South you probably will still want No. 1 size 
as the larger the bulb the better the flower for the 
hotter climates.

NOTE: Fork in a good application of compost 
into your best garden soil or use one bale of peat 
moss to a 10x20 ft. plot.

Apply 
one inch of water weekly if no rain or otherwise 
keep plenty damp. Mulch with 2 inches sawdust, 
chopped hay, straw, or lawn clippings when plants 
are 18 inches high. Stake each plant to make sure 
it stays straight, spray or dust once a week. Cut at 
the right time and head for the nearest show.

Gladiolus Care and Culture 


CULTURAL DIRECTIONS IN BRIEF 


Excellent blooms can be had if you follow these brief instructions. Gladiolus can be planted 
in any kind of soil where they will have full sunlight all day. No other plants or trees should be al- 
lowed to take their share of the moisture, sunlight and food. Good drainage is essential. Water is necessary 
but Glads do not stand wet feet. Frequent cultivation keeps down weeds and conserves moisture in the soil. 


Any good garden fertilizer is good if applied three times during the season. Our method is 
to apply it (1) in the trench at planting time, (2) as a side dressing when the plants are about 6 inch- 
es high and (3) again just as the buds break through the sheath. A thorough watering with or just after 
each side dressing will help in making the fertilizer available and will give the Glads that extra stretch 
you want. We plan to plow under one or two lots of green manure (a cover crop of rye, rye grass, clover, 
or other good material) before we plant the crop. This provides the needed humus in the soil. 


Gladiolus can be protected from thrip (a tiny insect) in storage and in the field by the 
use of 5% DDT. Bulbs in storage should be dusted as soon as dug with 5% DDT Dust and again after 
the bulbs are dry and cleaned (old bulb and roots removed). This dust will do no harm if left on the 
bulbs even after planting. The plants should be dusted in the field or sprayed with 5% DDT solution. For 
spray mix | tablespoonful of 50W DDT with 1 gallon of water. Overdosing will do no harm. Dust or 
spray every 7-10 days from the time the plants are 6 inches high. 


When cutting blooms be sure to leave at least 4 good leaves on the plant to mature the bulb. 
Dig when the frost kills the tops or as soon as the tops begin to turn brown. Cut the top off as close to 
the bulb as possible and store the bulbs in bags or screen bottom trays. If you store in bags, be sure 
and leave the tops of the bags open for the circulation of air through the bulbs. Dust with 5% DDT 
Dust or Spergon Gladiolus Dust. Spergon Gladiolus Dust has DDT in it so one dusting will serve two 
purposes—a protection against disease and against thrip. Dry the bulbs in a cool airy place for two 
weeks or more or until the roots and the old bulb can be easily removed. Then clean them (remove the 
old bulb, roots, dirt and bulblets) dust again with either DDT dust or Spergon Gladiolus Dust and put 
away for the winter. Winter storage should be between 45 and 60 degrees, should be dry and should 
have air circulation. The fungus diseases of Gladiolus thrive in cool, damp storage with no air circulation. 
Be sure to dust all additions to your collection of bulbs with DDT no matter who they come from. 


Sort and discard any bulbs in the spring that show any signs of disease or rot. Dip before 
planting in New Improved Ceresan, using 1 oz N. I. Ceresan, 3 tablespoons of Grasselli Spreader 
Sticker to 3 gallons of water. 15 minutes for bulbs and 30 minutes for bulblets is safe. DO NOT EX- 
CEED THIS TIME. Plant as soon as possible while the bulbs are still wet. BE SURE YOU GET THE 
NEW IMPROVED CERESAN, NOT CERESAN M.

Queen) (Armstrong) Silver Medal Award G. G. C. Trial Grounds 


Pure sparkling white without marks, beautifully ruffled, and with a hint of palest 
oe ap i throat. Makes nice spikes up to 56 inches tall with 22 inch flower heads 
of 18-20 buds. 


Seven well-placed and firmly attached 4 inch or better florets open at a time with 


’ 6 more showing color. All buds open well in water to the very top and it also opens 


well when cut in tight bud. Excellent propagator, bulblets grow thriftily and the bulbs 
are disease resistant and keep well. 


Albesca is not a huge elephant type but has charm and distinction that cannot be 
measured by size. It should be a prizewinner in its section and will be sought after 
by discerning florists whose customers demand quality. It is a splendid basket glad 
where its gracefulness, another quality difficult to measure, fills the eye of the beholder. 
Its immaculately chaste color, delicate ruffling and finely fashioned formation makes 
Albesca a thing of beauty and a joy forever. 


GATINEAU (Cl. 422) (Seedling 43094) (Picardy x Orange Gold) (Palmer) 


Gold Medal Award Gladiolus Growers Test Gardens scoring 88 in 1949 and 
87 in 1950 


Gatineau is a lively orange salmon color with a light yellow throat. It forms strong, 
straight spikes on 5 ft. plants. Opens 7-8 unusually well-placed and firmly attached florets 
4% inches to 5 inches in size with as many as 8 buds in color. It is an early and 
vigorous grower blooming in 80 days. Good propagator and makes healthy bulbs that 
keep extremely well and growth from bulblets is uniform and vigorous. 


You will like Gatineau for its ability to produce big husky spikes even under ad- 
verse conditions and as an early cut flower, it is in a class by itself. Please note that 
this variety as well as Pennant was awarded medals in the Trial Grounds of which 
there are five in all from Fredericton, New Brunswick on the east to British Colum- 
bia on the west. 


PENNANT (Cl. 440) (Seedling 41054) (Greta Garbo x Eliz. the Queen) 


(Palmer) Gold Medal Award Gladiolus Growers Test Gardens scoring 90.8 
in 1949 and 92 in 1950 

Pennant is a light soft pink absolutely unmarked and unflecked, a cool compelling 
color especially attractive under artificial light and perfectly combining with almost 
any other color, thus enhancing its value. 

The plants are strong and stiff and always straight. Florets are 5 inches across, 
wide open and slightly waved and 10 or more open at once, out of a total of 20 buds 
with almost all the rest in color. It is one of those rare varieties where just about 100% 
of the spikes are suitable for cut flower purposes or for exhibition use as the spikes 
are like “peas in a pod” in uniformity. 

Pennant strongly resembles Evangeline, its full sister seedling, but is very regular in 
placement. Propagation is good and bulblet germination excellent, 90-95 days to bloom. 


SPRITE (Cl. 322) (Seedling 43294) (Palmer) 


~ 


Scored 83 in the Gladiolus Growers Test Garden in 1950 

Sprite is a bright yellow orange, deeply ruffled and of heavy texture. It is the first 
in an intermediate type of gladiolus on which Prof. E. Frank Palmer has been work- 
ing for some years which stress beauty in color and form and in a size which suits 
most decorations. 

The distinctive florets are about 4 inches in diameter, wide open, regularly placed on 
straight spikes of medium height. 7-8 florets open out of a total of 17 buds, extremely 
well attached. Sprite has already attracted Toronto florists to it as a unique and use- 
ful decorative variety in medium size. 

Makes fine bulbs that clean easily and lots of bulblets that grow well. 85-90 days 
to bloom.

ROYAL SCOT (CI. 470) (Seedling 44275) (King Lear x Eliz. the Queen) 
(James Taylor) Silver Medal in Gladiolus Growers Trial Grounds 1950 


Royal Scot is a beautiful rose purple that has to be seen to be appreciated, Its color 
has lots of life to it and unlike most other purples improves as it opens and is more, 
not less, attractive under artificial light. 

In addition to being a much wanted color, it is a most dependable grower as all 
the spikes are even in the row and cut out quickly. In overall height it is 53 to 55 
inches with 25 inch flower heads. Total buds 19-20 with 7-8 florets open in double row 
with a similar number in color and tapered gracefully, not ending abruptly. 

Attachment is extra good, placement perfect and the wide open florets are slightly 
ruffled and 5 inches in diameter. Aptly named, Royal Scot should establish itself as 
the king of the purples for both exhibition and cut flower purposes. 

Best of all it is a fine propagator and makes big, high crowned, easily cleaned and 
good keeping bulbs. Bulblets are produced profusely and grow almost 100%. If this 
glad has any discernible faults they haven’t shown up yet. 


GREMLIN (Cl. 250) (Seedling 44971) (Crinklette x T. A. Wilson) (Butt) 


Gremlin is a ruffled miniature in a very unusual and interesting color. The out- 
side of the petals is light rosy red with a stippled throat banded yellow. 

Florets are of heavy substance, quite but not deeply ruffled and a little less than 
3 inches in diameter. Plants 36 to 38 inches in total height, flower heads 16 to 17 
inches and 16 total buds of which 5-6 open at once with 4-5 in color. 

Besides being another in our series of ruffled miniatures, Gremlin has semi-upright 
florets making it a fascinating glad for all kinds of arrangements. Just out of this 
world for table centers and small containers. 


PIROUETTE (Cl. 232) (Seedling 44771) (Crinklette x Fluffy Ruffles) (Butt) 
Silver Medal Award Gladiolus Growers Trial Grounds 1950 


Pirouette is a grand ruffled miniature in a new and exciting color, being a deep 
salmon. with a stippled throat. 
It has long flower heads 16-18 buds and 5-6 3% inch florets open at once, well 
placed and firmly attached. Non-hooded florets that look right at you, add to the at- 
‘tractiveness of this variety. 


REDSKIN (Cl. 436) (Seedling 40273) (Red Charm x J. S. Bach) (Butt) 


Bright scarlet a self-color, perhaps a bit deeper in the throat. 

This big husky glad is both extremely vigorous and very, very early. It has for 
years been one of our first varieties to bloom. Add to this extreme florescence, 8-9 
open, 6-7 in full color and you have a variety that is most valuable to the florists and 
amateur alike. 

In height it averages 50 to 55 inches, 27 inch flower heads, 19-20 buds and 5 inch 
florets. Placement double and nicely tapered, well balanced spikes. Its one fault is in 
attachment which is not of the best but still quite good. When cut in tight bud it is 
a good shipper and it opens easily and well in water.
